' BLEACHING THE SKIN 


ASHION frowns on _ freckles. 

Whether or not suntan was the 
official vogue this past summer, we 
won’t argue. But the fact remains 
that suntan, swasthy skin, discolora- 
tions of any kind are absolutely ta- 
boo in the fall. Skins are going 
clearer, softer and younger — of 
course, always younger—and light- 
er, too. The lighter the skin, the 
brighter the outlook for a full] so- 
cial program. 

If you have not already started 
bleaching, do it now.’ But remember 
that it is important to find a bleach 
that suits your individual type of 
skin. The sensitive, tender skin 
should have only the very mildest 
form of bleach, and the bleach 
should not be used more frequently 
than once or twice a week, followed 
by a soothing, nourishing skin food. 
Should any irritation ensue, discon- 
tinue the bleach until the skin is no 
longer sensitive. 

If hands, arms and neck need 
bleaching, the bleach may be ap- 
plied more often on them than on 


the face and also allowed to re- 


main for a longer period. In fact, 
to look well in an evening gown. 
and the social season usually pre- 
sents several occasions for it, the 
neck should have regular bleaching 
treatments. The natural tendency 
of the skin as it grows older is to 
become sallow and yellow, unless 
we attempt to keep it the original 
color by bleaching and stimulating. 

First, be sure to cleanse the skin 
thoroughly. For the face, it is usu- 
ally best to use a cleansing cream, 
sinee most bleaching agents are 
drying. For the very oily, heavy 
or swarthy type of skin, a good 
bland soap dnd warm water may be 
used for this purpose. The neck. 
except in cases of extreme dryness, 
may Be cleansed with a soft wash- 
cloth, soap and warm water. Then 
every bit of soap should be rinsed 
off very carefully in warm, then cold. 
water before carefu) drying. 

Then apply the bleaching medium. 
There are a great many excellent 
hleaching creams on the market, 
-also bleaching ~ stimulating totious 
for the oily skin. ~ 

It is best not to use a bleach on a 


‘skin that is in any way irritated or 


marred with eruptions. It is best 
to soothe the irritation, and clear 
the eruptions and then far safer 
to bleach the skin a shade or two 
lighter. Of course, the _ bleach 
should not be left on the face as 
long as it is left on the arm.

SOME BABIES LIKE SNAKES! 


ey pees groups of eighteen-months- 
old infants were placed in two 
separate rooms—and snakés permit- 
ted to run around among them. Oh, 
yes, the snakes were harmless, had 
less possibility for harm even than 
any new-born puppy! 

Now for the result. The group 
of children from normal homes 
screamed with fright. The other, 
consisting of babies ‘born and 
raised in the hospital, allowed the 
snakes to. crawl over them—in fact, 
they “watched them with delight !”” 

The point’ made by the scientists 
who Sponsored that experiment is 
that our fears are not natural or 
instinctive, but implanted. The ba- 
bies in the hospital had been iso- 
lated from the “fear suggestions” 
against snakes which are. planted. 
in most children, 

All that is, of course, of interest 
to us. What is more important to 
all of us, is the implications, which 
we cannot escape, that in every de- 
partment of life we “grow our own 
fears.” 

The worries which, according to 
doctors, are the chief burden of 
modern life, therefore the worries 
that kill, are the result of special 
fears. And so many of those spe- 
cial fears have no more basis in 
fact than the fear of children 
against the wiggling snake. So many 
of our fears are implanted and cul- 
tivated long before there can pos- 
sibly be any sense to them. 

It would be a good plan to “take 
inventory” of our fears, to bring 
them out In the open, set them up 
where we can look all around them 
and analyze them and track. them 
down—to what they really are. 

There is one fear—or distrust, 
which is the same thing—that is 
perhaps more of a burden to us in 
everyday life than any other. That 
is the one that has to do with peo- 
ple because they happen to be dif- 
ferent from ourselves. Adults in 
this enlightened age allow their 
viewpoints to be warped by no more 
intelligent distrust than that of the 
child who has a horror of any Chi- 
nese because “yellow men eat ehil- 
dren” and of Italians because a de- 
mented Italian “burnt the barn 
down.” Fear myths of that kind, 
of course, exist in direct proportion 
with ignorance. But there are some 
8p deep-rooted emotionally that even 
education does not always eliminate 
them. We can combat them only 
by bringing them out in the open 
and testing ourselves against them 
—the way scientists test to over- 
come their doubts.

SEVERAL GOOD THINGS 


OR a warm day try the following 
cooling and delightful dish: 
Jellied Consomme. 

Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of 
gelatin in one-fourth of a cupful of 
cold water. Dissolve in one quart 
of hot consomme. Pour into bouil- 
lon ‘cups and chill, or pour into a 
#shallow pan and when chilled cut 
into cubes or beat with a fork, be- 
fore serving in the éups. 

Melba Pastry. 

Take one cupful of’ oven-dried 
crumbs, when a golden brown put 
through a food chopper. Mix well 
with one-third of a cupful of sugar, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon and 
four tablespoonfuls of butter. Line 
a large pie plate with the mixture 
and bake in a slow oven for 20 min- 
utes. Allow the crust to cool, then 
pour in the cooled filling. 

Cucumber Jelly. 

Grate enough peeled cucumbers to 
make a pint, season with salt, pep- 
per, paprika, olive oil and vinegar— 
two of oil and one of vinegar. Add 
one teaspoonful of gelatin softened 
in two teaspoonfuls of cold water, dis- 
solve over hot water until soft, then 
add to the cucumber and mix well. 
In the bottom of each Individual 
mold, place a half walnut meat, then 
pour in the cucumber mixture. ‘Serve 
turned out on lettuce leaves and top 
with a teaspoonful of mayonnaise. 
A little grated onion added ‘to the 
cucumber “will improve ” for most 
people. 

Banana Custard. 

Slice three ripe. bananas. ~ Cook 
two beaten. eggs, one-fourth cupful 
of cake crumbs and one cupfu) of 
milk two minutes or until the cus- 
tard lightly coats the spoon,. . 
two teaspoonfuls of lemon rind and 
stir in the bananas,.. Pour into a 
greased baking dish, set in a pan of 
hot water and bake until the pud- 
ding is set. Cover with a ‘tmeringue 
and brown. 

Deviled Crab. 

Melt three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and when well blended add one cup- 
ful of thin cream, one teaspoonful 
of paprika, a dash of cayenne, two 
egg yolks, two cupfuls of crab meat, 
one-half teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
two-thirds of a cupful of buttered 
bread Crumbs. Mix and cook three 
minutes, place in a buttered rame- 
kin and ‘cover. with buttered 
‘crumbs. Place a thin slice of lemon 
on top of each serving. Bake until 
brown. -Garnish with parsley.

The Barnacle Goose 

The barnacile goose, a small goose 
closely related to the brant, owes 
its name to the curious belief which’ 
gained much credence prior to the 
Seventeenth century.
